WASHINGTON (AP) — Deep-pocketed and often 
anonymous donors are pouring over $100 million 
into an intensifying disoute about whether it should 
be easier to vote by mail, a fight that could deter- 
mine President Donald Trump’s fate in the Novem- 
ber election. 

In the battleground of Wisconsin, cash-strapped ci- 
ties have received $6.3 million from an organization 
with ties to left-wing philanthropy to help expand 
vote by mail. Meanwhile, a well-funded conserva- 
tive group best known for its focus on judicial ap- 
pointments is soending heavily to fight cases rela- 
ted to mail-in balloting procedures in court. 

And that's just a small slice of the overall spending, 
which is likely to swell far higher as the election ne- 
ars. 

The massive effort by political parties, super PACs 
and other organizations to fight over whether Ame- 
ricans can vote by mail is remarkable considering 
the practice has long been noncontroversial.

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Wealthy donors pour millions into fight over mail-in voting

But the coronavirus is for- 
cing changes to the way 
states conduct elections 
and prompting activists 
across the political spec- 
trum to seek an advanta- 
ge, recognizing the contest 
between Trump and Demo- 
crat Joe Biden could hinge 
on whether voters have an 
alternative to standing in li- 
nes at polling places during 
a public health crisis. 

Some groups are even rai- 
sing money to prepare for 
election-related violence. 
“The pandemic has crea- 
ted a state of emergency,” 
said Laleh Ispahani, the 
U.S. managing director for 
Open Society, a network of 
nonprofits founded by bil- 
lionaire progressive donor 
George Soros. “Donors who 
haven't typically taken on 
these issues now have an 
interest.” 

How much will be spent is 
unclear because many of 
the organizations are non- 
profits that won't disclose 
those details to the IRS until 
well after the election. Even 
then, many sources of mo- 
ney will remain unknown 
because such groups don't 
have to disclose their do- 
nors, commonly referred to 
as “dark money.” 

Tax filings, business records 
and campaign finance dis- 
closures offer some clues. 
They reveal vast infrastruc- 
ture that funnels money 
from wealthy donors, throu- 
gh philanthropic organiza- 
tions and political groups, 
which eventually trickles 
down to smaller nonprofits, 
many of which operate un- 
der murky circumstances. 
On the conservative side, 
organizations including Ju- 
dicial Watch, the Honest 
Elections Project, True the 
Vote and the Public Inte- 
rest Legal Foundation are 
litigating cases related to 
voting procedures across 
the U.S. 

A substantial portion of the 
financing comes from Do- 
nors Trust, a nonprofit often 
referred to as the “dark 
money ATM” of the con- 
servative movement. The 
organization helps wealthy 
patrons invest in causes 
they care about while shel- 
tering their identities from

the public. In other instan- 
ces, funding comes from 
charitable foundations 
built by the fortunes of Gil- 
ded Age industrialists. 
Litigation is a primary focus. 
Democrats and good go- 
vernment organizations are 
pushing to eliminate hurd- 
les to absentee voting, like 
requiring a witness's signa- 
ture or allowing third parties 
to collect ballots. 
Conservatives say that 
amounts to an invitation 
to commit voter fraud. As 
these issues wind their way 
through courts, they say 
judges could decide com- 
plex policy matters that of- 
ten were already debated 
by state legislatures. 

“The wrong way to go 
about this is to run to court, 
particularly a week or two 
before an election, try- 
ing to get judges to inter- 
vene and second-guess 
decisions legislatures have 
made,” said Jason Snead, 
the executive director of 
the Honest Elections Pro- 
ject. 

His organization is a newly 
formed offshoot of the Ju- 
dicial Education Project, a 
group that previously fo- 
cused on judicial appoint- 
ments and received more 
than $25.3 million between 
2016 and 2018 from the 
Donors Trust, records show. 
They are deeply intertwined 
with the conservative Ca- 
tholic legal movement and 


share an attorney, William 
Consovoy, with the Repu- 
blican National Commit- 
tee, which has pledged 
$20 million for voting litiga- 
tion. 

Leonard Leo, a Trump confi- 
dant who was instrumental 
in the confirmations of the 
president's Supreme Court 
nominees, plays a leading 
role. He's now chairman of 
a public relations firm cal- 
led CRC Advisors, which Is 
overseeing a new effort to 
establish a clearinghouse 
for anonymous donors to 
fund conservative causes, 
including the fight over 
vote by mail. 

The firm played a significant 
role in the 2004 election 
by publicizing unfounded 
claims made by a group 
called Swift Boat Veterans 
for the Truth, which ques- 
tioned Democratic nomi- 
nee John Kerry's record as 
a Vietnam War hero, re- 
cords show. 

The group’s involvement in 
vote by mail marks a sea 
change for Republicans. 
Claims of widespread voter 
fraud have long energized 
segments of the party's 
base. But it did not elicit 
much interest from donors, 
and the handful of groups 
devoted to the issue ope- 
rated on minuscule bud- 
gets. 

But in recent years, De- 
mocrats have mounted 
legal challenges that thre-

atened voting laws cham- 
pioned by conservatives. 
And Trump's repeated fo- 
cus on “rigged elections” 
has made the Issue part of 
a broader culture war. 

Still, some activists question 
the GOP establishment's 
commitment to the cause. 
“They aren't going to take 
on Republicans like we 
have,” said Catherine En- 
gelbrecht, the founder of 
True the Vote. 

While Republicans are fo- 
cused on the courts and 
raising doubts about vote 
by mail, the challenge fa- 
ced by Democrats is far 
more daunting. 

In addition to litigation, 
they must mobilize their 
base during a pandemic. 
That includes educating 
the public about vote by 
mail, a difficult task when 
door-to-door canvasing 
isn’t an option. 

Some groups are donating 
directly to local govern- 
ments. In Wisconsin, the 
Center for Tech and Civic 
Life, a nonprofit with ties to 
left-leaning philanthropy, 
has donated $6.3 million to 
the state’s five largest cities 
to set Up ballot drop boxes, 
helo voters file absentee 
ballot requests and expand 
in-person early voting. 
Even before the pande- 
mic, government funding 
for elections was limited. 
Since then, the outbreak 
has escalated costs while 


cratering tax revenue. 
“Due to COVID, there de- 
finitely has been a higher 
cost,” said Mayor John 
Antaramian, of Kenosha, 
which received $863,000 
through the grant — rough- 
ly four times what the city 
budgeted for the election. 
“Is there a financial shortfall 
on that basis¢ Of course.” 
Much of the money on the 
left is likely to come from 
a series of nonprofit funds 
controlled by the consul- 
ting firm Arabella Advisors, 
which typically routes up- 
wards of $500 million a year 
to causes supported by li- 
beral donors. The firm was 
founded by Eric Kessler, 
who served in Bill Clinton's 
White House. 

The firm has been instru- 
mental in financing so-cal- 
led resistance groups follo- 
wing Trump's election. And 
some nonprofits they've 
provided seed money 
were responsible for millions 
of dollars in TV advertising 
that blistered Republicans 
during the 2018 midterms. 
They've also pioneered 
the practice of creating 
“pop-up” organizations: 
groups that appear to be 
grassroots-driven efforts 
to influence public policy, 
which use trade names 
that obscure a deep pool 
of resources from those 
with ideological or financial 
motivations. 

The firm recently registered 
a handful of trade names 
for groups that appear to 
be focused on voting rights, 
records show. 

Another effort Arabella Ad- 
visors are involved in, the 
Trusted Elections Fund, aims 
to raise between $8 million 
and $10 million in case the 
pandemic leads to chaos 
in November. 

The group is preparing for 
potential foreign hacking 
of state voting systems, 
“election day or post-elec- 
tion day violence,” as well 
as contested results. 

A Trusted Elections Fund 
reoresentative declined to 
comment. But a two-page 
summary available online 
elaborated on their aims. 
“Philanthropy has a respon- 
sibility to make sure that we 
are prepared for emergen- 
cies that could threaten 
our democracy,” it read.)

The biggest test yet of an 
experimental COVID-19 
vaccine got underway 
Monday with the first of 
some 30,000 Americans 
rolling up their sleeves to re- 
ceive shots created by the 
U.S. government as part of 
the all-out global race to 
stop the outbreak. 

The glimmer of hope came 
even as Google, in one of 
the gloomiest assessments 
of the coronavirus's stay- 
ing power from a major 
employer, decreed that 
most of its 200,000 employ- 
ees and contractors should 
work from home through 
next June — a decision 
that could influence other 
big companies. 

Final-stage testing of the 
vaccine, developed by the 
National Institutes of Health 
and Moderna Inc., began 
with volunteers at numer- 
ous sites around the U.S. 
given either a real dose or 
a dummy without being 
told which. 

I'm excited to be part of 
something like this. This is 
huge,” said Melissa Hart- 
ing, a 36-year-old nurse 
who received an injec- 
tion in Binghamton, New 
York. Especially with family 
members in front-line jobs 
that could expose them to 
the virus, she added, "do- 
ing our part to eradicate 
it is very important to me." 
It will be months before re-

sults trickle in, and there is 
no guarantee the vaccine 
will Ultimately work against 
the scourge that has killed 
about 650,000 people 
around the world, including 
almost 150,000 in the U.S. 
"We've been sitting on the 
sidelines passively attempt- 
ing to wear Our masks and 
social distance and not go 
out when it's not necessary. 
This is the first steo of be- 
coming active against this," 
researcher Dr. Frank Eder 
said at the trial site in Bing- 
hamton. "There's really no 
other way to get past this." 
As if to underline how high 
the stakes are, there were 


more setbacks in efforts to 
contain the coronavirus. 

In Washington, the Trump 
administration disclosed 
that national security ad- 
viser Robert O'Brien has the 
virus — the highest-ranking 
U.S. official to test positive 
so far. The White House said 
he has mild symptoms and 
"has been self-isolating and 
working from a secure lo- 
cation off site." 

The move to restart the 
national pastime ran into 
trouble just five days into 
the long-delayed season: 
Two major league base- 
ball games scheduled for 
Monday night were called 
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off as the Miami Marlins 
coped with an outbreak — 
the Marlins home opener 
against the Baltimore Ori- 
oles, and the New York 
Yankees game in Phila- 
delphia, where the Marlins 
used the clubhouse over 
the weekend. 

As for relief from the eco- 
nomic damage done by 
the virus, Republicans on 
Capitol Hill planned to roll 
out a $1 trilion package 
that could include a new 
round of $1,200 stimulus 
checks but reduce the ex- 
tra $600 a week in federal 
unemployment benefits 
that are expiring for millions 


of Americans this week. 

In Europe, rising infections in 
Spain and other countries 
caused alarm only weeks 
after nations reopened 
their borders in hopes of 
reviving tourism. Over the 
weekend, Britain imposed a 
14-day quarantine on trav- 
elers arriving from Spain, 
Norway ordered a 10-day 
quarantine for people re- 
turning from the entire Ibe- 
rian peninsula, and France 
urged its citizens not to visit 
Spain's Catalonia region. 
Scientists set speed records 
getting a  made-from- 
scratch vaccine into mas- 
sive testing just months after 
the coronavirus emerged. 
But they stressed that the 
public shouldn't fear that 
anyone is cutting corners. 
"This is a significant mile- 
stone," NIH Director Francis 
Collins said after the very 
first test injection was given, 
at 6:45 a.m. in Savannah, 
Georgia. "Yes, we're go- 
ing fast, but no, we are not 
going to compromise" on 
proving whether the vac- 
cine is safe and effective. 
"We are focusing on speed 
because every day mat- 
ters, added Stephane 
Bancel, CEO of Massachu- 
setts- based Moderna. 
After volunteers get two 
doses a month apart, sci- 
entists will closely track 
which group experiences 
more infections as they 
go about their daily rou- 
tines, especially in areas 
where the virus is soreading 
unchecked.)

BOWLING GREEN, Ky. (AP) — 
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U.S. Sen. Rand Paul's former 


neighbor was resentenced 
Monday to an extra seven 
months behind bars and six 
months in home detention 
for tackling and injuring the 
Kentucky lawmaker over a 
lawn care dispute. 

Rene Boucher originally 
was given a 30-day sen- 
tence after pleading guilty 
to assaulting a member of 
Congress. Federal prosecu- 
tors argued the sentence 
was too lenient, describ- 
ing the 2017 attack out- 
side Paul's home in Bowl- 
ing Green, Kentucky, as 
"Vicious and unprovoked." 
They sought at least 21 
months for Boucher. 

On Monday, another fed- 


eral judge ordered Bouch- 
er to serve eight months 
in prison followed by six 
months of home confine- 
ment for the assault. 

He was given credit for the 
30 days he's already served 
behind bars. 

Paul, a former presidential 
candidate, suffered mul- 
tiple broken ribs and later 
underwent lung and hernia 
surgeries that he linked to 
the attack. 

"Dr. Boucher is going to ac- 
cept his punishment and he 
has sincerely apologized to 
the Pauls again today," said 
Bouchers attorney, Matt 
Baker. "He wants to put this 
behind him." 


Paul sued Boucher over 
the attack, and a jury last 
year awarded the Repub- 
lican lawmaker more than 
$580,000 in damages and 
medical expenses. 

Paul had testified during 
that trial that he feared for 
his life as he struggled to 
breathe after Boucher, an 
anesthesiologist by trade, 
slammed into him in their 
upscale Bowling Green 
neighborhood in late 2017. 
Boucher testified that he 
attacked Paul after watch- 
ing the senator form a brush 
pile near their property line. 
Boucher has since sold his 
home, his attorney said.) 
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Trade, technology and security at risk in US-China feud 


BEIJING (AP) — They have 
the largest economies 
in the world. They spend 
more than anyone else on 
their militaries. From high- 
tech chips to control of the 
high seas, their interests are 
closely intertwined. 

The ongoing sharp dete- 
rioration in U.S.-China ties 
poses risks to both countries 
and the rest of the world. 
In the latest escalation, a 
U.S. consulate in Chengdu 
in southwestern China shut- 
tered Monday, ordered by 
China to close in retaliation 
for the U.S. shutting down 
its consulate in Houston last 
week. With the U.S. presi- 
dential campaign heating 
Up, all bets are that rela- 
tions with China will only 
get worse. A look at what's 
at stake: 

TRADE 

Both countries already 
have suffered heavy losses 
in a tariff war that erupted 
in 2018 over Beijing's tech- 
nology ambitions and trade 
surplus. If talks on ending 
the dispute fail, the world 
could face downward 
pressure on trade ata time 
when the global economy 
is already reeling from the 
coronavirus pandemic. 
The United States is China's 
biggest single-country ex- 
port market, even after 
President Donald Trump 
imposed punitive tariffs on 
Chinese goods. And Chi- 
na is the No. 3 market for 
American exporters, as well 
as a huge market for goods 
and services produced in 
China by U.S. companies 
ranging from General Mo- 
tors Co. to Burger King. 
Chinese purchases of 
American farm goods,

semiconductors and oth- 
er goods declined 11.4% 
last year but still exceed- 
ed $100 billion. Exports to 
China support just under 1 
million American jobs, ac- 
cording to the U.S.-China 
Business Council, though 
that was down 10% from 
2017's peak. 

China is the biggest export 
market for lowa and oth- 
er American farm states, 
which were slammed when 
Beijing suspended imports 
of soybeans and raised 
tariffs on pork and other 
goods. 

That briefly boosted sales for 
soybean exporters in Bra- 
zil and Argentina, though 
China resumed buying low- 
er-priced American beans 
under the “Phase 1” trade 
truce signed in January. 
But if the two can't resolve 
broader differences on 
trade, it will be a blow not 


only to their exporters but 
also to other Asian econo- 
mies that supply China's 
factories with raw materials 
and components. 


TECHNOLOGY 

U.S. and Chinese produc- 
ers of telecom, computer, 
medical and other tech- 
nology and their markets 
are tightly interwoven. Ap- 
ple, Dell, Hewlett-Packard 
and others rely on Chinese 
factories to assemble most 
of their smartphones, com- 
puters and other consumer 
electronics. Those factories 
need processor chips and 
other components from 
the United States, Japan, 
Taiwan and Europe. 

The disruption caused by 
moves including the Trump 
administration's curos on 
Chinese tech giant Hua- 
wei's access to U.S. com- 
ponents and technology 
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threatens to disrupt those 
flows and cost suppliers, in- 
cluding Silicon Valley com- 
panies, bilions of dollars in 
lost revenue. China is also 
a top market for Apple and 
other U.S. tech brands, and 
is increasingly becoming 
a technology competitor 
with its own brands in smart- 
phones, medical equip- 
ment and other fields. 

The United States often 
is the top market for Chi- 
na's highest-value-added 
goods. Beijing has been 
urging exporters to find oth- 
er markets, but many say 
Asian and even European 
markets wont buy such 
high-value goods. 


SECURITY 

While the U.S. has long 
been the predominant mili- 
tary power in the Pacific, 
China now has two opera- 
tional aircraft carriers and 


an arsenal of missiles seen 
as a threat to U.S. vessels 
and bases in the region. 
Military tensions have large- 
ly focused on the South Chi- 
na Sea, a crucial waterway 
that is the subject of over- 
lapping territorial claims by 
China and several smaller 
Asian nations. 

In 2018, a Chinese destroy- 
er came perilously close to 
colliding with a U.S. destroy- 
er, the USS Decatur, while 
executing what the Navy 
caled an "unsafe and un- 
professional maneuver" in 
the South China Sea. 

A Chinese fighter jet collid- 
ed with a U.S. Navy surveil- 
lance plane in international 
airsoace over the South 
China Sea in 2001, lead- 
ing to major diplomatic in- 
cident after the U.S. plane 
made an emergency land- 
ing on a Chinese island. 
Taiwan is another poten- 
tial flashpoint. China claims 
the self-governing island 
as its territory, to be taken 
by force if necessary. The 
U.S. is bound by its own law 
to ensure the island has a 
credible defense and has 
approved military sales to 
Taiwan under Trump. 
Taiwan's foreign minister 
said last week that Chinese 
military flights near the is- 
land have been taking 
place on a near-daily basis, 
more frequently than previ- 
ously reported. 

Washington upped the 
ante earlier this month by 
declaring that it did not 
recognize most of China's 
maritime claims in the 
South China Sea, a break 
with its previous policy of 
not taking a stance on the 
sovereignty disoutes.L 





Protesters destroy colonial statues on French Caribbean isle 





PARIS (AP) — Cheering protesters tugging on 
ropes tore down a statue of Napoleon's wife 
on the Caribbean island of Martinique and 
another from the French territory's colonial his- 
tory, adding to a growing list of monuments 
being ripped down and defaced in spread- 
ing global revulsion of racial injustice. 
France's government on Monday con- 
demned the "vandalism." Prime Minister Jean 
Castex said "violence, albeit symbolic, and 
hatred will never push forward any cause." 
Protesters with sledgehammers first hacked at 
the stone base of the statue of Empress Jo- 
sephine, which was already missing its head. 


As drummers beat out a rhythm, they at- 
tached cords to it, brought it crashing down 
and stamped and jumped on it. Also brought 
down Sunday to screams of delight was a 
statue of Pierre Belain d'Esnambuc, a French 
trader who in 1635 established France's first 
permanent Caribbean colony on Martinique. 
The mayor of Fort-de-France, the island's capi- 
tal, had said that he wanted to take down the 
statue in coming weeks but the protesters beat 
him to it. The protesters' actions directly chal- 
lenged a vow in June from French President 
Emmanuel Macron that France will not take 
down statues of controversial, colonial-era fig- 


ures as has happened in some other countries 
in the wake of Black Lives Matter movement. 
Josephine was born on Martinique and lived 
there into her teens before moving to Paris. 
She and Napoleon Bonaparte married in 
1796. Bélain established France's first Caribbe- 
an colony on St. Kitts, which later became Brit- 
ish, before taking possession of Martinique for 
France's King Louis XIII. Other statues have also 
been torn down in Martinique and in French 
Guiana. Statues have come down outside of 
France, too, as the Black Lives Matter move- 
ment has gathered pace in the wake of the 
death in the United States of George Floyd. 
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Pilgrims arrive in Mecca for downsized hajj amid pandemic

DUBAI, United Arab Emir- 
ates (AP) — Muslim pil- 
grims have started arriving 
in Mecca for a drastically 
scaled-down hajj, as Saudi 
authorities balance the 
kingdom's oversight of one 
of Islam's key pillars and the 
safety of visitors in the face 
of a global pandemic. 

The haj, which begins 
on Wednesday, normally 
draws around 2.5 million 
people for five intense days 
of worship in one of the 
world's largest gatherings 
of people from around the 
world. 

This year, Saudi Arabia's Hajj 
Ministry has said between 
1,000 and 10,000 people 
already residing in the 
kingdom will be allowed

to perform the pilgrimage. 
Two-thirds of those pilgrims 
will be from among foreign 
residents in Saudi Arabia 
and one-third will be Saudi 
citizens. 

The kingdom has one of the 
Mideast's largest outbreaks 
of the coronavirus, with 
nearly 269,000 reported 
infections, including 2,760 
deaths. 

Fatin Daud, a 25-year-old 
Malaysian who is study- 
ing Arabic in Saudi Arabia, 
was among the select few 
whose application for hajj 
was approved. After her 


her home and tested her 
for the COVID-19 virus. She 
was then given an elec- 
tronic bracelet that moni- 
tors her movements, and 
told to quarantine for sev- 
eral days at home. 

After that, Daud was 
moved to a hotel in Mec- 
ca, where she remains in 
self-isolation, still wearing 
the electronic wristband. 
A large box of food is de- 
livered to her hotel room 
three times a day as she 
prepares to begin the hajj. 
"t was Unbelievable. It felt 
surreal because | was not 


expecting to get it” she 
said of her excitement 


selection, Saudi Health 
Ministry officials came to 


when she found out she 
was selected. Daud said 
she's praying for the end 
of COVID-19 and for unity 
among Muslims around the 
world. 

‘Lam confident that safety 
measures are being taken 
and that the only thing that 
we need to do as pilgrims 
is follow instructions, and try 
our best to support each 
other,” she said. 

While  self-isolating has 
been emotionally chal- 
lenging, Daud said she is 
part of a group of about 10 
Malaysian and Singapor- 
ean pilgrims connecting 
online and sharing tips and

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religious exercises to keep 
busy. 

The Saudi government is 
covering the expenses of 
all pilgrims this year, provid- 
ing them with meals, hotel 
accommodation, trans- 
portation and health care. 
Normally, the hajj can cost 
thousands of dollars for pil- 
grims who save for a life- 
time for the journey. It also 
generates billions of dollars 
in revenue each year for 
Saudi Arabia. 

Saudi kings have for gen- 
erations assumed titles as 
custodians of Islam's holiest 
sites, and their oversight of 
the hajj is a source of pres- 
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tige and influence among 
Muslims globally. Saudi Ara- 
bia has never canceled 
the hajj in the nearly 90 
years since the country was 
founded. 

King Salman, who typi- 
cally oversees the hajj from 
Mecca, underwent surgery 
to remove his gallbladder 
at a hospital in the capital, 
Riyadh, the royal court said 
last week. The 84-year-old 
monarch was to remain at 
the hospital to recover and 
be observed by doctors. 
For the first time in Saudi 
history, no pilgrims from 
abroad were permitted to 
take part in the hajj due to 
concerns about the coro- 
navirus and overcrowding. 
It's a stark departure from 
previous years, when some 
2 million pilgrims from more 


than 160 countries flocked 
to Mecca for the spiritual 
rituals, mostly from across 
Asia and Africa. 

Although the hajj often 
draws all age groups, pil- 
grims this year were re- 
quired to be between the 
ages of 20 and 50, and in 
good health. 

The physically demand- 
ing rituals of the hajj offer 
a profound experience for 
Muslims, with the faithful 
often weeping, their palms 
stretched toward the sky, 
in prayer and repentance. 
The hajj is required of all 


able-bodied Muslims once 
in a lifetime.)

The Rohingya have been 
detained for further in- 
vestigation and will be 
handed to the immigra- 
tion department, he said 
in a statement. Two other 
Rohingya migrants were 
also arrested for suspect- 
ed trafficking. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Rohingya Muslims have 
fled Buddhist-majority 
Myanmar due to a military 
crackdown and many 
live in densely crowded 
refugee camps in Bangla- 


desh. Muslim-dominated 
Malaysia has been a com- 
mon destination of boats 
arranged by traffickers 
who promise the refugees 
a better life abroad. 

Last month, Malaysian au- 
thorities detained 269 Ro- 
hingya and found a body 
on board a suspected 
smuggling boat off Lang- 
kawi that they said had 
been intentionally dam- 
aged so it couldn't be 
turned back to sea. The 
Malaysian Maritime En- 
forcement Agency later 
said that the 269 were 
transferred from a larger 
vessel on which dozens of 
people were believed to 
have died and their bod- 
ies thrown into the sea.)

NASA's next Mars rover is brawniest and brainiest one yet

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — With eight success- 
ful Mars landings, NASA is 
upping the ante with its 
newest rover. 

The spacecraft Persever- 
ance — set for liftoff this 
week — Is NASA's biggest 
and brainiest Martian rover 
yet. 

It sports the latest landing 
tech, plus the most cam- 
eras and microphones ever 
assembled to capture the 
sights and sounds of Mars. 
Its super-sanitized sample 
return tubes — for rocks that 
could hold evidence of 
past Martian life — are the 
cleanest items ever bound 
for space. A helicopter is 
even tagging along for an 
otherworldly test flight. 

This summer's third and final 
mission to Mars — after the 
United Arab Emirates’ Hope 
orbiter and China's Quest 
for Heavenly Truth orbiter- 
rover combo begins 
with a launch scheduled 
for Thursday morning from 
Cape Canaveral. Like the 
other spacecraft, Persever- 
ance should reach the red 
planet next February fol- 
lowing a journey spanning 
seven months and more 
than 300 million miles (480 
million kilometers). 

NASA Administrator Jim 
Bridenstine doesn't see it 
as a competition. "But cer- 
tainly we welcome more 
explorers to deliver more 
science than ever before," 
he said following a launch 
review Monday, “and we 
look forward to seeing 
what it is that they're able

to discover." 

Here's a peek aft Persever- 
ance: 

PERSEVERANCE VS. CURI- 
OSITY: 

The sixwheeled, car-sized 
Perseverance is a copy- 
cat of NASA's Curiosity 
rover, prowling Mars since 
2012, but with more up- 
grades and bulk. Its 7-foot 
(2-meter) robotic arm has 
a stronger grip and bigger 
drill for collecting rock sam- 
ples, and it's packed with 
23 cameras, most of them 
in color, plus two more on 
Ingenuity, the hitchhiking 
helicopter. The cameras 
will provide the first glimpse 
of a parachute billowing 
open at Mars, with two 
microphones letting Earth- 
lings eavesdrop for the first 
time. Once home to a river 
delta and lake, Jezero Cra- 
ter is NASA's riskiest Martian 
landing site yet because of 
boulders and cliffs, hope- 
fully avoided by the space- 
craft's self-navigating sys- 
tems. Perseverance has 
more self-driving capability, 
too, so it can cover more 
ground than Curiosity. The 
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enhancements make for 
a higher mission price tag: 
nearly $3 billion. 

SAMPLE COLLECTION: 
Perseverance will drill into 
rocks most likely to hold signs 
of ancient life and stash the 
collection on the ground to 
await a future rover. Forty- 
three sample tubes are on 
board this rover, each one 
meticulously scrubbed and 
baked to remove Earthly 
microbes. NASA wants to 
avoid introducing organic 
molecules from Earth to the 
returning Martian samples. 
Each tube can hold one- 
half ounce (15 grams) of 
core samples, and the goal 
is to gather about a pound 
(0.5 kilogram) altogether 
for return to Earth. NASA 
hopes to launch the pickup 
mission in 2026 and get the 
samples back on Earth by 
2031 — at the soonest. 
HELICOPTER DEMO: 

The 4-pound (1.8-kilogram) 
helicopter, Ingenuity, will 
travel to Mars clutching 
the rover's belly and, a few 
months after touchdown, 
attempt to fly solo. Once 
dropping onto the Martian 


surface, Ingenuity will start 
out like a baby bird, rising 
10 feet (3 meters) into the 
planet's extremely thin at- 
mosphere and flying for- 
ward up to 6 feet (2 me- 
ters). With each attempt, it 
will try to go a little higher 
and farther. "It really is like 
the Wright brothers’ mo- 
ment," said project man- 
ager MiMi Aung. She has 
one month to squeeze in 
as many helicopter hops 
as possible before the rover 
moves on to more pressing 
geologic work. The future 
could see next-generation 
helicopters scouting out 
distant Martian territory for 
astronauts or even robots. 
HUMAN BENEFITS: 

Besides the helicopter, Per- 
severance carries other 
experiments that could di- 
rectly benefit astronauts 
at Mars. An instrument the 
size of a car battery will co- 
vert atmospheric carbon 
dioxide into oxygen, an es- 
sential ingredient for rocket 
propellant and breathing 
systems. Another instru- 
ment, zapping rocks with 
lasers to identify organic 
molecules and minerals, 
carries samples of space- 
suit material. NASA wants 
to see how the fabrics with- 
stand the harsh Martian 
environment. It will be the 
2030s at best, according 
to NASA, before astronauts 
venture to Mars. 

COOL STOWAWAYS: 

A couple Martian mete- 
orites are finally headed 
home, or at least slivers of 
them to be used as calibra- 
tion targets by laser-shoot- 
ing instruments aboard

NEW YORK (AP) — Stone 
tools found in a Mexican 
cave suggest that peo- 
ple were living in North 
America as early as about 
26,500 years ago, much 
earlier than most scientists 
accept, a new study says. 
It's a new step in the diffi- 
cult and contentious pro- 
cess of establishing when 
people arrived in North 
America from Asia. Pres- 
ently, the most widely ac- 
cepted dates for the earli- 





est known North American 
archaeological sites date 
to before 15,000 years ago 
and extend maybe to 
17,000 years ago, says an- 
thropology professor Tom 
Dillehay of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity in Nashville, Tennes- 
see.

HOPE VALLEY, R.I. (AP) — 
News articles don't carry 
Hollywood-style viewer rat- 
ings or trigger warnings. 
Maybe this one should. 

But consider this: What if 
THESE are the good old 
days? 

Depressing as that might 
seem after the coronavi- 
rus pandemic has claimed 
well over 630,000 lives 
worldwide, cost tens of mil- 
lions their jobs and inflicted 
untold misery across the 
planet, it's entirely possible 
— increasingly likely, some 
say — that things will get 
worse before they get bet- 
ter. 

Americans in particular 
have been optimists by 
nature for the better part 
of four centuries. But even 
here, a bleak dystopian vi- 
sion is emerging in some 
corners. It's not pretty. 

It imagines a not-too-dis- 
tant future where we'll all 
look back with nostalgia at 
2020 as a time when most 
of us had plenty of food 
and wine, could get many 
of the goods and services 
we needed, and could 
work from home at jobs 
that still paid us. 

"This could be as good as 
it gets, so let's take plea- 
sure in what we have now," 
Katherine Tallman, the CEO 
of the Coolidge Corner 
Theatre, an indie cinema in 
Brookline, Massachusetts, 
told a recent Zoom round- 
table. 

The pandemic continues to 
buffet the planet economi- 
cally, dashing hopes that 
the worst of the joblessness 
might be behind us. 

For 18 consecutive weeks 
now, more than a million 
Americans have sought 
Unemployment benefits. 
New infections have been 
surging in states like Florida 
and California that power

the economy, threatening 
people's health and liveli- 
hoods for the foreseeable 
future.

The pandemic is "going to 
get worse and worse and 
worse,” World Health Orga- 
nization chief Tedros Ad- 
hanom Ghebreyesus told 
reporters last week. “There 
will be no return to the old 
normal for the foresee- 
able future." Even President 
Donald Trump, in a notable 
departure from his gener- 
ally insistent stance that the 
U.S. has the outbreak Under 
control, said the "nasty hor- 
rible" virus “will probably un- 
fortunately get worse be- 
fore it gets better."

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Pictographs & petroglyphs 





ORANJESTAD — Our weekly column ‘Island Insight’ reveals and un- 
covers interesting information and amazing stories along the way. In 
this episode we are going to refer to rock art, ancient native Aruban 
rock art. Yes, Aruba is scattered with these amazing monuments which 
are generally divided into two categories: carved (petroglyphs) and 
color pigmented (pictographs). Pictographs are paintings that were 
made by applying red ochre or, less commonly, black, white or yel- 
low dye on the desired surface. 











In total 301 pictographs and petroglyphs (3) have been found so far, a 
considerable quantity for such a small island. Petroglyphs and pictographs 
represent two distinctive methods for producing rock art. Petroglyphs are 
carved or pecked into an exposed rock surface, while pictographs are 
painted onto the rock surfaces. Although the majority of the pictograph 
images were traced with the finger, some could be executed with brush- 
es made of animal or vegetal fibers. Petroglyphs are powerful cultural 
symbols that reflect the complex societies and religions of the surround- 
ing tribes. Petroglyphs are central to the monuments sacred landscape 
where traditional ceremonies still take place. The context of each image 
is extremely important and integral to its meaning. 

Arikok, our national park, contains one of the most beautiful rock art col- 
lections of Aruba. During the study of the pictographs at Arikok, four clus- 
ters of drawings turned out to be situated on one straight line, more or less 
north-south over a distance of 415 m. Of course one drawing can be as 
little as a point or line that may be meant as a separate drawing by the 
ancient artist. Still, by counting every separate representation that every- 
body would calla drawing one reaches at a total of approximately 270 to 
331 separate drawings representations over 17 sites. Drawings that are at 
tens of meters distance of each other are considered one site, one clus- 
ter. In fact, ‘sites’ within a radius of 500 meter are considered one cluster. 
Weburi is another very interesting place situated south of Piedra Plats 
Protestant Church. Weburi, as we are told stands for; boulders standing in 
the blowing wind. This pictograph site can also be reached going north 
from out the Hooiberg hill or Hay stack. After climbing the 500 steps you 
should look for some particularly round boulders. In one of them, a cove 
has formed due to erosion with a west-facing entrance and this is the rock Arikok National Park 
containing a fantastic collection of red pigmented ancient drawings. This 

amazing site might be a bit difficult to find its entrance, however, once the 

entrance is located and one has made it inside the hollow rock bolder, 

the mystical drawings are all over the interior wall and can be observed.

Actual situation 

The 14 active cases at this moment (Monday 
July 27th) consist of five residents and nine tour- 
ists. They are all isolated in their house or resi- 
dence and in the case of the tourists they were 
referred to a special site by the Aruba Tourism 
Authority (A.T.A.). There is no local transmission 
currently and the people in quarantine are be- 
ing closely monitored. The positively tested tour- 
ists are collaborating very well and understand 
the measures that are being taken. 


In case instructions will not be followed, the de- 
partment of public health will investigate the 
case and if applicable consequences will fol- 
low for the resident or tourist who is not com- 
plying with the measures. In reality the persons 
cannot be checked 24 hours a day and there- 
fore the island is asking all to take their own re- 
sponsibility and be disciplined because the tak- 
en measures are to protect yourself and others. 
We need everyone to collaborate so we can 
continue keeping Aruba as safe as possible.)
